The More 
Horrible Thing 


It is nearly 80 years, now, since 


American homes have crumbled be- 
neath the juggernaut of war, 
since 


American blood shed in battle has 
stained American soil. 


True, since 1864 the United States 


has had two wars, one fought in 
Cuba and at sea, the other in France 
and on the sea. Those who fought in 
them can testify to their terrors. 


Yet war in the midst of one's home 


land and in the peaceful streets and 
lanes of daily life is more horrible 
still. The tumbling flood of European 
dispatches for the past two years- 
nay, for the past 10 years, lias numb- 
ed our consciousness of what war 
means today. 


There has been no lack of accurate 


and 
flavorful 
reporting of 
today's 


war. Yet sometimes a more personal 
word comes that lights up a little 
sector of the vast war scene vivid- 


Here is one, just received from a 


young Englishman. Too young for the 
World War, he was mild and idealis- 
tic, 
and felt that even Munich was 


justified in the hope of avoiding the 
holocaust that brooded over Europe 
and in his own gentle soul. But in 
the hour of peril at Dunkirk, he 
volunteered just the same, and was 
doing patrol work in a small craft 
in English waters. "We've had our 
share of mining, bombing and ma- 
chine gunning," he writes, "and we 
have answered back as best we could. 


"Last August I was glad to be act- 


ively hitting back because a random 
bomb ripped my lovely mother to 
shreds. My father was hurt, and I 
was recalled. from sea to cope with 
the situation (in 72 hours). 


"I found her hand, and some piec- 


es, and these we buried in a sack. I 
was glad to get back to sea. Per- 
haps it was merciful; it was quick, 
and she sorrowed too deeply with 
the sorrowful. Another year of anx- 
iety (to be followed, probably, by 
another 
similar year) would have 


broken her . , . 


"I do not believe that, even grant- 


ed successful initial invasion, Hit- 
ler could ever conquer this coun- 
try. He cannot win without invading 
and conquering this country. H he 
cannot thus win, then he must lose 
and 
be finally washed up, for 
• 


shall never let up." 


How many millions of peop'le, gen- 


tle people 
without hate in 
their 


hearts, have been thus converted in- 
to people who will never let up? 


Enough, one trusts. For in Warsaw, 


Rotterdam, 
Coventry, 
Athens 
and 


Minsk, millions have seen and felt 
what the writer of that letter has 
seen and felt. Yet they know that 
there is a thing more horrible even 
than those they have seen—the pros- 
pect of living on their knees to the 
most ruthless, brutal regime ever to 
menace the modern world. 


They, like the man who can never 


forget what he buried in a sack in 
England, will never let up.

Nine Million Troops Locked in 
Battle on German-Russian Front 


Russians Admit 
Troops Hard 
Pressed to Stem 
German Advance 


By the Associated Press 


Adolf Hitler's high command report- 


ed Thursday that nine million troops 
were locked in a "tremendous strug- 
gle" for a decision on the eastern 
front and said .the Russians 
had 


tin-own their last reserves into the 
2ti-day-old battle in an attempt to 
stem the Nazi blitzkrieg. 


DNB, 
official German news agency, 


reported that Hitler's invasion forces 
were storming through the 
center 


of the Stalin line and had captured 
Smolensk, 230 miles west of Moscow 
and a Berlin spokesman indicated that 


on the central front where the main 
German breakthrough was made. 


A Moscow announcement acknow- 


ledged "violent all-night fighting" in 
which German and Russian troops 
fought for master of the Leningrad 
road. 


A major battle ruged in the Pskov- 


Prokhov sector, 150 miles southwest of 
Leningrad, it was announced. Details 
were lacking. 


"In all other sectors there has bucn 


no major operation or change on tlie 
front,"'the Soviet high command said.

Speed Up in Train- 
ing in Placements 
of Defense Work

WASHINGTON—Behind the vayuc 


lettering on a door here in Washing- 
ton lies a new and intensive drive by 
the Office of Production Management 
to give the defense effort a shot in the 
arm at the halfway mark. 


The leltering says "Labor Supply

rector." 


Sidney 
Hillman, 
co-director 
for 


labor in the OPM, created the Labor 
Supply Branch, put in charge young, 
energetic brown-eyed 
Flemming, a 


civil service commissioner who hnri, 
until recently, supplied civil service 
workers for defense in government 
departments. 


Confronting Flemming at the out- 


set is a forecast by the United Sluto.s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics that Ihe 
defense program is about to go into 
high gear under the handicap of a 
shortage of more than 1,400,000 work- 
ers, especially skilled workers. 


This does not mean the workers do 


not exist. It means that 1,400,000 work- 
ers with the proper skills will not ho 
in the right place for the right job st 
the right time between now and April, 
1942. 
Broadly, that's a labor shortage, 


and less conservative forecasters in 
the OPM say the shortage may be 
closer to 3,000,000 by next spring. 


It will be Flemming's job to prevent 


shortages from slowing the defense 
effort. To that end he has been given 
woid authority. The defense phrases 


of all the government services for 
workers—the U. S. Employment Ser- 
vice, CCC, WPA, NYA, vocational 
training in the Office of Education- 
have been directed to cooperate with 
him. 
Co-operating too well be 12. 


regional. committees with headquar- 
ters in industrial centers. 


Also working with him is the OPM's 


"training 
with 
industry 
program," 


which Sidney Hilman largely credits 
with placing close to 3,000,000 workers 
in new jobs already. Its present di- 
rector will accompany the TWI pro- 
gram into the Flemming organiza- 
tion. He is Channing Dooley, former 
Socony-Vacuum personnel expert, a 
dollar-a-year man.

Television Gets 
Its 2nd Wind 


Goes Commercial 
After Time Out 
— Adjustments

NEW YORK — Television is back 


in slride again. 


How far it goes depends on many 


possibilities. National defense require- 
ments on the radio industry will be 
a factor. 


But in coming back it has a new 


status—commercial instead of exper- 
imental. It has been given a full 'green 
light' by revised Federal Communica- 
tion Commission regulations. 


New York, as the present center 


of activity, with Los Angeles about 
next in line, has taken the reintro- 
duction without much ballyhoo. Pro- 
grams were resumed on a regular 
schedule after nearly a year's lapse 
taken up in settling differences over 
operating standards. 


The NBC station, now WNBT and 


on the air as W2XBS since April 
1939, 
with public programs, was firs' 


to get a commercial license. The CBS 
transmitter, WCBW, under construc- 
tion and cxperimentalion for 
two 


years, started its schedule under au- 
thorization calling for a 30-day per- 
iod of tests. 


The.Don Lee station at Los Angeles, 


W6XAO, which has been telecast- 
ing since 1931, experimentally 
and 


otherwise maintains'its schedule .while 
changing over the transmitter to the 
new standards. At Schnectady, N, Y., 
the General , Electric W2XB ; is. tem- 
porarily closed down to increase po- 
wer, move into new studios and make 
other alterations. 


lm«ge Detail Increased 


Otherwise throughout the country 


there are nearly 20 additional sta- 
tions in. various stages of prepara- 
tion looking to commercial licenses. 


The new standards include an in- 


crease of image detail from 441 to 
525 lines and the use of frequency 


nodulation on the sound channel. 
These changes affect the receivers, 
vhich, while many will operate fair- 
y well with some adjustment of 
controls, need to be allcrcd internal- 
ly to get the full effect of the im- 
proved standards. 


Among these are shifts in the tun- 


ing unit. For instance, CBS is on 
a new channel which most of the 
sets will not bring in until the al- 
terations, now under way here with- 
out cost to set owners, arc complet- 
ed. N.ew York has about 3,000 re- 
ceivers and Los Angeles more than 
500.

The 
CBS outside pickup apparatus still 
is in preparation. 


Defense Must Be Considered 


Return of television comes when 


the radio industry is stressing every 
effort twoard the upbuilding of de- 
fenso communications. At the same 
time it faces curtailment of im- 
portant metals for civilian use.

ccivcrs as well as transmitters and 
the supplying of necessary replace- 
ments parts.

Some gasoline is being shipped to 


Ihe easl by rail for the first lime 
in years lo help offset the threaten- 
ed shortage. Ickes says the petroleum 
industry has acted promptly to make 
use of an estimated 20,000 idle tank 
cars. 


Ickes has refused thus far to dis- 


cuss gasoline rationing. To do so, he 
feels, would invite too much comment 
on what the cards would look like 
and how much fuel the average fam- 
ily bus would be allowed, Bui Ihe 
idea is being toyed with, crazy as it 
seems for a country with all Ihe oil 


jects, the Southeastern and Planta- 
tion lines, arc of course hanging fire
